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The  Potter  records  contained  in  this  hook  are  the  result  of  more  than  the  third 
of  a  century  of  gathering  and  saving  what  material  cane  to  hand  in  pictures,  letcers, 
interviews  and  search  in  genealogical  libraries.  A  little  help  v.ra.s  alec  obtained 
from  genealogists  in  Boston.  All  the  pictures  were  saved  that  could  be  obtained  by 
gift,  loan  or  with  the  camera.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  more  cannot  be  here  in¬ 
cluded  . 


The  above  paragraph  and  the  last  one  on  this  page  were  used  in  1927  in  the  Bardei 
Blue  Book  and  are  equally  true  of  the  Potter  lineage  which  was  being  written  concur¬ 
rently  and  the  author  hopes  to  bring  out  the  Adams,  Svans,  Baker  records  in  1234.

Mars  is  a  vap  fascinating  planet  to  study  because  it  exhibits  phenomena  which  cen-.cf 
be  explained  unless  we  assume  life  exists  there.  It  is  especially  interesting  to 
watch  the  slow  melting  of  its  polar  caps,  and  the  charging  tints  due  to  seasonal 
change  over  various  parts  of  the  disc.

Tlie  Potters  continuously  exemplify  the  virtues  and  the  genius  which  founded 
and  preserved  the  Republic,  nor  has  the  lapse  of  years  wrought  degeneration  of  tb 
blood.  Prom  the  Potter  who  sat  on  the  Commission  of  the  English  Ccr mens  that  con- 
demii ed  Charles  I.  in  lo4S,  to  the  Potter  who  vindicated  the  honor  of  the  hip r erne 
Bench  at  the  bar  of  the  Few  York  Legislature  in  lb70,  the  same  lofty  and  invincible 
spirit  has  animated  those  who  bear  the  name* 


The  origin  of  tlie  family  is  lost  in  the  twilight  of  mediaeval  England;  but 

those  who  are  curious  in  ouch  matters  may  trace  in  tne  coat- of- arms  its  common 

descent  with  the  Earls  of  Leicester,  and  the  earliest  records  that  exist  testify  to 

the  esteem  in  which  its  representatives  wore  held.  In  the  long  succession  of 

generations  it  were  doubtless  possible  to  find  unworthy  sons.

templation  of  such  examples  pact  and  present  does  not  encourage  their  imitation 
in  the  future. 


The  family  end  name  are  doubtless  of  IT o man  origin.  In  Ferguson*  s  "Teutonic 
Home  System  applied  to  the  Family  hemes  of  France,  England,  and  Germany, M  respecting 
the  name  Potter  he  says:  !iIt  has  been  remarked  that  names  derived  from  trades  are 
more  common  in  France  than  in  England.  I  should  rather  say  that  it  is  the  tormina- 
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as  they  did  from  widely  remote  localities.  It  nay  be,  however,  that  the  families 
of  Georg:,  rathsniel,  and  Robert  Potter,  cf  Portsmouth,  R.  I»,  were  nearly  related: 
it  is  easily  inferred  that  such  was  the  case,  from  various  facts,  but  no  records 
of  such  relationship  have  been  discovered.  It  has  also  been  stated  by  seme  his¬ 
torians  that  Anthony  Potter,  of  Ipswich,  was  a  son  of  the  Robert  Potter,  of  Lynn, 
who  subsequently  settled  in  Portsmouth,  R.  I,  There  docs  not  seem  to  be  any  record? 
to  make  this  certain.  The  name  Anthony  was  a  family  name,  and  suggests  that  his 
mother  may  Lc.ve  been  an  Anthony,  -as  the  families  of  Anthony  and  Potter  were  conn-  ci-~ 
ed.  Robert  Potter1  s  sisterw.no  the  wife  of  John  Lithony,  etc.  In  1534,  eight 
of  the  name  Potter  had  graduated  at  Yale,  three  at  Ti.arvr.rd,  and  nine  at  other  Pew 
England  colleges.  The  census  of  1774  shows  in  Rhode  Island,  Rotters,  5-9  (-probably 
any  of  these  were  slaves),  in  a  total  population  of  54,  4c0.

To  made  a  record  of  the  descendants  of  any  one  of  these  families  to  the 
present  time,  extending  as  it  does  over  a  period  of  '.core  than  t'vo  hundred  and 
fifty  years,  and-  to  mate  such  a  record  tolerably  complete,  is  a  matter  attended 
with  much  difficulty.

”7ioever  goes  to  England  expecting  to  find  the  genealogy  of  any  particular 
family  settled  in  America  at  an  early  date,  is  pretty  sure,  in  at  least  nine  cases 
out  of  ten,  to  meet  with  disappointment.  The  reason  of  this  uncertainty  is  easily 
explained.  In  the  first  Mace,  persons  who  emigrate  are  not  often  possessors  of 
real  estate,  and  hence  deeds  and  wills  seldom  furnish  indications  referable  to 
them;  they  leave  no  deeds  or  wills  in  the  fatherland  by  which  they  can  be  traced. 
In  the  next  place,  very  fev/  emigrants  from  England  were  landholders,  for  the  reaso 
that  for  ages  little  or  no  land  has  been  for  sale  in  quantities  within  the  reach, 
of  oo r sons  of  moderate  estates.  An  the  groat  body  of  emigrants  to  ITev/  England 
took  no  rains  to  transmit  to  their  descendants  any  account  of  their  ancestors,  or 
even  the  places  whence  they  cane,  it  is  pretty  evident  they  had  nothing  to  expect 
from  the  one,  or  any  special  regard  for  the  other.”

He  lived  in  Owego,  on  the  Susquehanna  river  until  he  v;as  20  years  old.  A.t 
that  time  ne  c?me  west  to  Illinois,  here  in  18s0  he  was  married  to  Jennie  HcDougal 
and  the  following  spring  they  moved  to  Grand  View,  Iowa,  There  he  responded  to 
tue  needs  or  nis  country  and  enlisted  in  Co.  7  of  Iowa.  He-  was  wound. jd  three  times 
while  in  service  and  after  recovering  so  that  he  could  leave  the  hospital  he  was 
sent  to  Detroit  where  with  a  company  of  soldiers  he  had  charge  of  the  magazines 
of  the  Detroit  arsenal. 

It  the  close  of  the  war  he  returned  to  Iowa  and  lived  near  Huscatine  until 
the  fall  of  l75.  "rith  the  pioneer  spirit  .he  came  to  P.cd  Cl.oud  and  settled  on  the 
old  Indian  stockade  south  of  the  town  on  Penny  creek.  In  ’79  he  moved  the  family 
to  the  Freewater  country  in  Harlan  counts'-  where  he  took  up  a  homestead  and  moved 
to  “ilco::  immediately  after  it  he  came  a  town.

In  the  spring  of  1879  we  moved  from  the  old  farm  at  Fed  Cloud  onto  our  home¬ 
stead  and  timber  claim,  where  we  built  a  little  building  16x24  feet.  Into  this 
building  I  put  tile  few  goods  that  I  had  at  Rod  Cloud  and  sold  goods  to  the  home¬ 
steaders  there  while  I  was  building  the  house  and  store.  He  lived  there  about 
four  years,  until  I  got  able  to  build  the  warehouse  0  -'-"L  aj  \  /Q  S  t  the  full  length  of 


the  store  and  a,  wing  on  the  house, 


inking  the  entire  building  32x54  then. 


People  who  lived  in  sod  houses  and  dug  outs  were  very  much  cleaned  to  have  a 


store  and  warehouse  with  the  capacity  of  mine  and  it  was  very  pleasant  there. 


Me 


raised  an  abundance  of  hogs,  killed  about  ICO  a  year  -nd  sold  to  my  customers 
and  sold  three  times  a.s  many  on  an  average  in  market.  People  used  to  wonder  why 
wc  could  haul  goods  clear  from  Kearney  (40  mi.)  and  sell  as  cheaply  as  in  the  cities 
of  Bloomington,  Kearney  and  Hastings.  Liy  argument  was  that  "we  were  under  our  own 
vine  and  fig  tree  and  hadn’t  the  taxes  to  pay  that  people  had  in  cities." 


I  kc-p  the  place  at  Red  Cloud  for  the  timber  and  used  it  for  posts,  rails,  'wood, 
and  also  hauled  it  to  Freewater,  ’here  we  lived.  I  sold  the  rest  in  Red  Cloud  where 
I  had  a  wood  yeJrd  which  Brother  Debra  looked  after,  for  me.  Then  after  building 
the  store  on  the  homestead,  I  stocked  it  up  with  everything  the  people  needed, 
dry  goods,  groceries,  clothing  and  even  had  implements,  cultivators,  wagons,  plows, 
riding  plows,  everything  that  the  farmer  required. 

The  way  Freewater  got  its  name.  The  freighters  themselves  named  the  place. 

They  would  stop  at  Talker’s  Ranch  and  consult  about  -here  they  should  stop.  It  the 
ranches  they  had  to  pay  10c  per  team  and  25c  per  barrel  for  water  rnd  would  have  to 
draw’  it  for  themselves  from  the  deep  wells.  If  they -went  on  to  John  Flliott’s  sod 
house  they  could  get  \  ater  free.  John  Flliott  put  down  the  first  well  on  the 
prairie.  Allen  helped  put  it  down  and  got  water  from  there  but  the  '-ell  was  on 
John’s  place.  Then  when  I  built  the  store. I  called  it  the  Freewater  store  and  the 
mail  came  to  the  Freewater  Post  Office,  which  was  conducted  for  years  by  John  Flliott 

Y/ilcox  started  in  188c  and  I  built  a  store  with  In  11  overhead.  The  building 
was.  24xp 4  feet  on  ground  and  22  feet  high.  I  so  built  my  home  there.  Heat  I 
"built  a  mill  and  elevator,  but  those  burned  down  a  few  years  later.  I  re- built 
the  mill,  a  new  structure  JiOxJO,  but  at  that  time  Tilcox  possessing  three  elevators 
did  not  deem  it  expedient'  to  re-build  the  elevator.  Later  I  traded  the  mill  for 
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an  equity  in  5  quarters,  or  800  acres  of  laud.  Then  I  moved  my  hardware  store  ■from 
V/ilcox  to  Easan  and  built  a  general  s  tore  and  lived  in  the  rear  of  it.  In  Ifpo 
I  sold  the  Pagan  store  and  gooes  to  Chas.  holmes  and  f  en  moved  onto  the  farm  and 
went  to  improving  the  different  farms,  buildings,  houses  and  barns,  Fow  they  are 
practical!:/  ail  gone  and  it  seems  sometimes  to  be  lonesome  for  me,  because  roe  1 
am  90  years  old  and  nearly  all  of  the  old  homesteaders  have  passed  array*

Jennie  l.icDougal  was  born  in  Montreal,  Canada  on  the  8th  of  April,  ISUj,,  and 
passed  away  at  her  home  in  Alma  Monday,  February  2 6th,  1923  at  the  age  of  73  gears, 
10  months  and  18  days*  She  moved  to  Illinois  in  very  early  childhood,  where  she 
with  her  parents  withstood  many  of  the  hardships  and  --ri  vat  ions  of  pioneer  life; 
ever;  to  being  lost  on  the  Prairie  pud  wandering  all  night  in  a  cold  rain  storm* 

At  the  .ago  of  IS  she  was  joined  in  wedlock  to  Charles  P.  Potter,  of  Few  York,  soon 
after  migrating  to  Iowa  where  they  lived  until  he  went  to join  the  colors  in  defense 
of  his  country. 


In  his  absence  she  spent  a  year  or  two  in  Hew  York  with  her  husband’s  family 
and  later  joined  him  at  Dearborn  Arsenal,  Michigan  where  he  was  stationed.  At  the 
close  of  the  war  they  returned  to  Iowa  'here  they  lived  until  August  1875  'hen  the;/ 
again  moved  westward  and  took  up  pioneer  life  in  Nebraska  near  Ee&  Cloud,  where 
the  Indians  roamed  up  and  down  the  Pcpublican  valloy  mid  eft-, 
which  was  an  old  Indian  stockade  of  that  region. 
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As  you  state  in  your  letter  that  Laurence  Barber  died  lSl'o  I  an  quite  sure 
you  have  not  the  enclosed  material.  There  seems  to  to  several  clues  to  follow 
cut.,  Fh o  vvs  Silas  Dibble?,  evidently  related  to  Aina,,  and  by  the  Dibble  record 
you  will  see  he  signed  bond  on  estate  of  Tompkins  Dibble,  who  was  -a  soldier, 
probably  in  the  war  of  1612,  I  pres  none  you  could  got  some  record  of  him  in  the 
pension  office  at  bashing- ton.

David  Allen  Potter,  the  grandfather  of  Mrs.  A.  H.  McConnell  married  Polly 
Barker,  a,  daughter  of  a  Revolutionary  Soldier,  vho  died  in  the  service  of  his  coun¬ 
try.  He  was  a  pioneer  farmer  of  Fort  Ann,  IT.  Y.  where  he  lived  on  his  farm  until 
his  death  at  the  venerable  age  of  over  eighty  years.  P.o  was  many  years  a  deacon 
in  the  Baptist  church. 

Stephen  Porter  Potter  was  born  at  Ft.  Ann,  IT.  Y.  1S03.  He  was  a  carpenter  ar. 
joiner  by  trade.  He  married  at  Ft.  Ann,  Charity  Barker,  daughter  of  James  Barker, 
a  school  teacher  and  son  of  a  Revolutionary  Soldier. 


Lutner  A.  Kellogg  Tom  Jan*  26th,  IF-e.  Served  as  a  Union  soldier  in  the 
137tii  Rogt ♦  IT.  Y.  Volunteers  from  the  16th  day  of  -livust  1662  until  the  close  of 
the  war.  Fas  in  the  battle  of  Chan cel lorsvi lie,  Fa.  and  at  Gettysburg,  Pa. ,  at 
that  time  being  17  years  old.

With  the  early  settlers  of  New  England,  Nathaniel  Potter  came  in  163S  from 
Old  England  to  Rhode  Island  as  the  first  ancestor  in  this  country  in  the  lineage 
herein  recorded.  His  descendants  are  recorded  in  the  Potter  go neology  published 
by  Edward  Potter  in  Boston  in  1888.  In  this  geneology  the  record  on  our  line- 
stopped  with  the  mention  cf  Eseck  Potter  (1776-IS65)  and  his  brothers  John  and  Job, 

The  descendants  of  Eseck  Potter,  so  far  as  is  known  to  the  author,  have  been 
recorded  in  this  book,  a  numerous  company  with  many  1  rge  families.  Included  are 
nearly  6 CO  direct  descendants  and  nearly  400  persons  married  into  the  family.

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On  one  occasion,  Eseck  as  Sheriff  traced  a  thief  to  a  house,  one  room  of  which 
the  occupants  would  not  permit  him  to  enter,  Eseck  put  his  shoulder  to  the  door 
and  found  it  held  from  the  other  side,  Kith  a  surge  he  lifted  the  door  from  its 
wooden  pins,  and  in  falling  the  door  went  over  the  fugitive’s  head  and  he  clinched 
him  prisoner.  Eseck  also  was  assessor  and  tax  collector  for  the  government. 
Returning  one  night  on  horseback  with  money  he  had  collected,  he  was  waylaid  by 
a  bandit  in  a  deep  woods .  The  bandit  grabbed  the  horse fs  bridle.  Eseck  thrust 
out  his  hand,  snapping  the  switch  he  carried  with  such  a  sharp  report  that  the 
bandit  thought  he  was  cocking  a  pistol  and  fled.

Eseck  and  Sarah  were  buried  at  Oneonta,  N.  Y.  on  the  bank  of  the  beautiful 
ehanna  river  whoso  valley  '..us  the  pioneer  field  for  many  descendants.  West¬ 
ward  to  Owe go,  IT.  Y.  they  came  as  farmers  and  mill  men.  Cornelius,  Eseck* s  son, 
raised  a  large  family.  He  owned  a  saw  mill  and  grist  mill  and  tannery  at  Newark 
Valley  and  a  furniture  factory  east  of  Onego.  His  sons  came  to  eastern  Iowa  and 
operated  a  saw  and  grist  mill  at  Grandview,  south,  of  Muscatine.  Four  of  them 
served  in  the  Civil  7/^r:  John  Q.  and  Charles  R.  in  the  army,  Cornelius  S.  end 
Spencer  IT.  as  carpenters  for  the  government.  They  came  to  Nebraska  about  l&fO 
pioneering  as  had  their  ancestors  for  2^0  years. 


John  0.  Potter  helped  build  churches  and  organize  Sunday  schools  over  the 
state  of  Nebraska  working  with  Newell  Dwight  Killis  who  afterward  became  a  famous 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  minister.  John  0.  also  built  mills,  first  on  the  little  Blue  river 
and  later  at  P.ed  Cloud,  Amboy  and  Guide  Rock.  He  appreciated  the  value  of  f-.mily 
records  and  gave  the  author  a  cherished  record  book  of  his  grandparents,  Eseck  and 
Sarah  Potter,  spending  considerable  effort  in  getting  these  records  filled  out. 

Charles  R.  Potter  settled  on  Penny  Creek,  in  the  ISJO’s,  southwest  of  Red 
Cloud,  He  had  a  store  near  the  John  Potter  and  Frisbie  mills,  later  moving  to  a 
new  settlement,  New  Prairie,  west  of  7/ileox.

The  writer,  then  in  his  early  twenties,  war 
sufficiently  interested  in  the  lecture  that  he  secured  a  star  chart  and  succeeded 
in  locating  a  few  constellations  and  fixed  stars*  W’hile  engaged  at  this  pastime  he 
was  visited  by  Leon  Tombaugh,  an  uncle  cf  Clyde  W.  Tombaugh, 

■ueon  Tombaugh,  and  the  writer,  for  some  time  amused  themselves  with  star  gaai~ 
ing  together,  little  dreaming  that  their  pastime  would  be  a  factor  that  would  even¬ 
tually  lead  in  time  to  the  most  spectacular  event  in  astronomical  circles  for  many 
yea re. 

Upon  returning  to  his  home  in  Illinois 4  Leon  and  his  brother,  Huron,  father  of 
Clyde,  continued  to  study  astronomy  and  years  later  imparted  what  they  had  learned 
oi  the  subject  to  Clyde  77,  Tombaugh.  He  became  fascinated  with  the  study  and  it 
assist  his  efforts  he  built  several  telescopes*  one  cf  nine-inch  object  glass.  His 
unusual  success  becoming  known,  he  secured  a  position  at  the  Lowell  Observatory  at 
Flagstaff,  Arizona, 

Many  years  ago  Prof.  Fercival  Lowell  had  predicted  the  discovery  of  a  nevr  plan¬ 
et  and  had  mapped  a  band  across  the  heavens  wherein  it  would  be  found*  To  Clyde  V?, 
Tombaugh  fell  the  task  of  photographing  the  stars  within  this  band*  After  photo¬ 
graphing  the  stars  about  half  way  around  the  zenith,  along  in  January,  1930,  he 
noticed  a  strange  appearance  on  the  photographic  plate*  A  careful  examination,  and 
later  observations,  proved  that  it  was  the  long  sought  for  ninth  planet.  From  the 
foremost  learned  bodies  Clyde  W.  Tombaugh  received  congratulations  for  his  discovery. 
He  is  the  first  and  only  American  who  ever  found  a  planet* 

He  is  one  of  three  men  of  modern  times  who  have  first  seen  planets i  Uranus,  by 
Herschel;  Neptune ,  by  Galley:  and  Pluto,  the  name  at  this  writing  we  understand, 
they  have  given  the  new  planet  by  Tombaugh. 

It  is  probable  that  ell  the  planets,  except  the  above  three,,  were  known  v;hen 
the  Egyptian  pyramids  were  built. 

Clyde  77,  Tombaugh  even  more  deserves  the  credit  for  the  discovery  of  a  planet 
than  did  Herschel  or  Galley,  as  Uranus  can  be  seen  at  times  by  the  naked  eye,  and 
Prof,  John  Galley  was  told  by  other  astronomers,  within  a  degree,  where  he  would 
sight  his  glass  to  find  Neptune ,  while  Tombaugh1  s  search  was  only  indicated  by  a 
band  extending  entirely  around  zenith.
